Yucatan’s Water Caverns. 


Since Yucatan, where the Mayas 
built their strange cities, is of coral 
limestone formation, it follows that it 
would have been un desgrt but for its 
subterranean rivers und the cenotes, Or 
water caverns, which give access to 
them. 

The Mayas noted the course of the 
underground streams and built their 
towns round the cenotes. Many cenotes 
are now found surrounded by ruins, 
and give indications of the methods 
employed by the Mayas to reach their 
cool waters. In Uxmal a cenote about 
forty feet deep is inhabited by a pe 
culiar species of fish. At Bolanchepn 
there is a cenote having five openings 
in the rocks at the bottom of the cav- 
ern. Ladders mude by tying tree 
trunks together lead down a total dis- 
tance of 1,400 feet, but the perpendicu- 
lar depth from the surface to the water 
ts not more than 500 feet.

FINANCE THE WAR 


Russian People May Seize Enor- 
mous Wealth of Their 
Former Ruler. 


RICHEST MAN IN THE WORLD 


Private Fortune of Nicholas Romanoff 
Estimated at Not Less Than $2,000, 
000,000—Owns 70 Per Cent of 
Russian Land. 


New York.—Nicholas II, deposed 
ezar of Russia, is the richest man tn 
the world. His private wealth is not 
less) thun $2,000,000,000. In many 
is believed a large 
part of this will be seized by the Rus- 
sien people to finanee the war. 

Nicholas Romanoff's wealth is large- 


Ifis American holdings are said to be 
extensive, It 1s understood that he 
$50,000,000 worth of the Penn- 
His name 
does not appear in the list of that cor- 
poration’s stockholders for obvious rea- 
sons. Instead, some nominal owners 
appear, 

The deposed czar also owns, about 
680,000,000 acres of land in Russta. 
Most of Russia's mineral resources are 
his private property. Into the czar’s 
private treasury, according to the Rus- 
sian law, one-third of Russta’s gold 
and sliver output is annually contrib- 
uted, 

Since the treaty of Portsmouth the 
Russian empire has occupied 8,647,657 
square miles, or one-seventh of the 
land surface of the globe. It has a 
population of about 200,000,000, or 
fewer than twenty-five to the square 
mile. 

Owns 70 Per Cent of Land. 

Nominally the autocrat “owns” both 
land and people, but he and his famfly 
oyt of the immense total of 948,063,763 
acres actually own and receive the rev- 
enue from 680,938,927 acres, about 70 
per cent of the whole land area of 
Rtssia—one-tenth that of the world. 
The balance, or 267,124,836 acres, Is 
distributed as follows, according to 


} the 1910 report of the department of 
| agriculture, the latest:

The nobility number about 1,400,000, 
the agricultural classes (peasants and 
landed proprietors), 110,000,000. Thus 
the tiller of the soil and the taxpayer 
possess on the average about one-third 
of an acre; the Russian nobleman, who 
does not pay tuxes, possesses on an 
average some 128. 

To put the case in another form: 
From every 384 loaves of bread pro- 
duced by the Russian agriculturist the 
noble land owner alone takes away 
some 383 loaves for himself, leaving 
one loaf for the producer, from which 
the latter has yet to devote a part to 
satisfy the state or autocratic tax 
collector. 

Income Is Enormous. 

Nobody knows exactly the amount 
of the ezar’s enormous income. The 
expenditure of some of it Is traceable 
to certain public works whose bud- 
gets are matters of public record, and 
a large part is known to be absorbed 
by his family and their dependents, 
who number about 3,000, and are en- 
tirely apart from the noble class, 
which has no Romanoff affiliations. 
The ezar had an annual salary of $12,- 
500,000. Besides this enormous rev- 
enue he derives yet another annual tn- 
come from his private estates and 
mines, the latter being worked by com- 
mon and political convicts, 

According to the Almanach Ha- 
chette the czar enjoys an annual in- 
come of $42,500,000, or $85 per minute. 

All this is in addition to the income 
from the:Romanoff property of 680,- 
938,927 acres, 32,000,000 acres of which 
are at present productive. This yields 
an annual revenue of $10,000,000. This 
sum goes for the support of the grand 
dukes and duchesses, who number 46. 
many of whom draw yet other incomes 


from private sources, or from various | 


posts*occupied in the army and navy, 
or in the general administration of 
the bureaucracy. : 

The Russian autocracy has been, 
therefore, not only a political form of 
government, but a tremendously pay- 
ing business for the autocrat himself 
and all’ his relations, near and remote.

Germans Post Ironically Worded 
Sign: “Don’t Be Cross; 
Only Wonder.” 


STATUE REPLACED BY DUMMY 


Beautiful Old Church a Pitiful Mass 
of Wreckage—Everywhere Is Evi- 
dence of Carefully Planned De- 
struction by Germans. 
British Headquarters In) France.— 
On the wrecked front of the Hotel de 
Ville at Peronne the Germans before 
evacuating the city painted a large 
sign. This, when translated into Eng- 
lish, reads: ‘Don’t be cross; only 

wonder.” 

The meaning of this bit of parting 
frony was only too apparent on all 
sides. Peronne lies a smoldering ruin. 
The picture ts most abject. Some sec- 
tions of the city have been damaged 
by shell fire, but everywhere else there 
{sg evidence of carefully designed de- 
struction by the garrison before retir 
ing. 

Some fine old residences which, be- 
cause of their outlying location, had es- 
caped both shell fire and torch, had 
been wrecked inside, top to bottom. 
Many of them apparently had been 
used for the messes of officers and 
men. All bear evidence of the part- 
Ing orgies. Furniture, mirrors, crock- 


ery and pictures have been shattered | 


and the mantelpieces smashed. In 
some of them were found pickaxes 
that had been used as the wrecking 
tools. The dining salons’ mirrors and 


windows evidently had been smashed | 


with Rhine wine bottles, which were 


strewn about in scores.

The correspondent of the Associated 
Press was among the first visitors to 
Peronne in the wake of the English 
troops, who have swept well beyond 
that place. It was necessary to pass 
through half a score of ruined villages, 
which only a few days before were 
within the zone of intense artillery 
fire, before reaching the banks of the 
Somme. Crossing the stream on an 
improvised bridge and trudging 
through Halle, Peronne was reached 
over a road which had been recon- 
structed within 24 hours over succced- 
ing rows of German trenches and 
through recurrent masses of rusted 
‘arbed wire, some of these being at 
‘east six feet in height and 50 feet in 
width. 

There was a ghostly silence in most 
sections of the city. No sound of war 
was to be heard, except once when 
a prying German airplane scudded over 
in the shelter of the high clouds and 
antiaircraft guns opened, 
him to quick retreat. British offi- 
cers pointed out building after building 
where apparently the total damage had 
resulted from interior explosions. In 
many cases walls, facing away from 
the line of British and French fire, 
had great squares blown through them, 
differing strikingly from the round 
holes made in other buildings by 
shells. .

Hunters Guard Against 
Becoming Overheated in 
Cold Climate of Alaska |

The danger of getting overheated in | 
a cold climate is well understood by | 
the Indians of Alaska. A government 
oflicial there explains how carefully | 
they guard against the danger of, 
freezing to death in consequence of 
allowing themselves to become too 
warm, 

On the Upper Yukon the old method , 
of moose-hunting in early winter was | 
for the Indians to go out on snowshoes | 
after a heavy snowfall in search of 
fresh trails. When one was found, | 
the swiftest runner of the party pre 
pared himself to run down the moose. | 
Stripped of all clothing except a shirt | 
and breeches, and carrying a° light 
shotgun loaded with ball, he started 
off after the animal, while the women | 
and slower runners followed more leis- 
urely. 

Sometimes a moose would run eight 
or ten miles before being overtaken. ! 
The runner never stopped until he had | 
overtaken and killed it; and he never | 
stopped then. The cold at that season 
is very Intense. Tho hunter, heated 
with his long run, would quickly have 
frozen to death if he had stopped. For 
that reason, after having killed the 
moose, he returned to camp at a run, 
leaving his followers, who were more 
thickly clothed than he and less heat- 
ed, to cut up the carcass and drag it 
home. ,
